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The  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association  (NSCA)  was  founded  in  1972  by  a  group  of 
dedicated  coal  scrip  collectors  who  previously  had  been  meeting  on  an  informal  basis  for 
several  years.  It’s  objectives  and  purpose  were:  (1)  to  promote  the  collecting  of  coal 
company  store  scrip  (metal  and  paper),  related  tokens  and  items  related  to  early  mine 
lighting;  (2)  To  cultivate  good  relations  between  collectors  of  scrip  and  mine  lighting;  and 
(3)  to  encourage  the  study  and  research  of  the  history  of  coal  mining  as  it  relates  to  the  use 
of  company  store  tokens,  mine  lighting,  and  the  companies  who  manufactured  these  items. 

In  1976  the  scope  of  NSCA  was  broadened  to  include  the  collecting  of  lumber  company 
store  tokens.  It  again  was  expanded  in  1979  to  cover  tokens  used  by  all  mining  and 
manufacturing  companies. 

In  1993,  our  organization  became  NSCA,  Inc.,  with  the  same  goals  and  purposes  already 
established.  Today,  NSCA,  Inc.  is  about  300  members  strong  across  45  states.  Scrip  was 
used  as  a  form  of  wages  in  a  number  of  industries  whereby  a  part  of  the  employees  wages 
was  issued  in  scrip  and  traded  for  merchandise  at  the  company  owned  store. 

In  the  late  1800’s  the  industrialization  in  the  United  States  gained  momentum.  The  need 
for  coal  to  feed  the  furnaces  of  industry  increased  rapidly,  and  mining  started  in  many 
states.  Since  most  of  the  mines  were  in  remote  areas  away  from  centers  of  commerce,  U.S. 
currency  was  difficult  to  keep  on  hand.  Many  began  to  issue  scrip/tokens  as  an  advance 
payment  for  wages  earned.  This  scrip  had  to  be  used  at  the  company  store  to  purchase 
food,  clothing  and  supplies  for  the  family.  The  use  of  scrip  rapidly  spread  to  other 
industries  throughout  the  country.  Scrip  tokens  have  been  used  from  the  1870’s  to  the  early 
1950’s. 

Over  15,000  varieties  of  coal  scrip  tokens  have  been  verified  by  Don  Edkins  in  two 
volumes  of  Edkin ’s  Catalogue  of  United  States  Coal  Company  Scrip.  The  Third  Edition  of 
Volume  One  was  written  by  Bill  Williams  and  Steve  Ratliff.  In  addition,  thousands  of 
lumber  tokens  from  45  states  are  listed  in  Terry  Trantow’s  book,  Lumber  Company  Store 
Tokens.  David  Schenkman  has  compiled  a  book,  Explosive  Control  Tokens,  which  catalogs 
user  300  explosive  and  detonator  tokens  used  in  mining. 

NSCA,  Inc.  has  adopted  the  term  “scrip”  to  describe  these  tokens  because  of  it’s 
extensive  use  in  West  Virginia,  Virginia,  and  eastern  Kentucky  coal  fields.  Tokens, 
however  have  other  names  in  other  areas  of  the  country.  For  example,  they  are  known  as 
“flickers”,  in  western  Kentucky,  “clacker”  in  Alabama,  and  “checks”  in  east  Texas.  Other 
names  include  “pilolly”,  “light-weights”,  “chinky  tin”,  “bingles”,  “stickers”,  etc.

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The  Alabama  Mining  Museum

The  Alabama  Mining  Museum  is  located  in  Dora,  Alabama.  This  museum  is  housed  in  the  old  Dora  High 
School  gym,  a  building  which  was  constructed  by  W.P.A.  workers  in  the  1 930's.  The  building  has  stone  walls 
and  hardwood  floors. 

The  East  Walker  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  1984  started  the  only  mining  museum  in  the  state  as  a  showcase 
of  life  from  1890  to  1940  in  this  once  thriving  mining  town.  The  museum  is  filled  with  all  different  types  of 
tools  used  in  the  mining  trade.  A  mural  on  the  back  wall  illustrates  life  as  it  was  in  the  community  of  Dora, 
Alabama,  during  the  period.  Many  of  the  items  on  display  were  donated  by  some  of  Dora's  oldest  families 
and  are  priceless  treasures  to  the  museum. 

On  display  you  will  find  a  steam  engine  that  was  built  by  American  Locomotive  Company,  S/N  65287, 
Richmond  Works,  September,  1923,  and  the  most  interesting  thing  about  this  locomotive  engine  is  the 
fact  that  once  it  arrived  in  Alabama  it  never  left  the  state.  In  fact  it  never  left  Walker  County.  Most  of  it's 
life  was  spent  hauling  coal  from  Manchester,  Alabama,  to  Jasper,  Alabama,  so  the  coal  could  be  interconnected 
with  the  Southern  Railway  system. 

The  admission  is  free.  So  if  you  ever  travel  from  Memphis  to  Birmingham,  (US  78)  turn  right  at  the 
traffic  light  in  Dora,  Alabama,  and  travel  back  through  memory  lane  and  see  how  it  was  to  be  an  Alabama 
Coal  Miner.  The  museum  is  a  nonprofit  organization  which  was  established  by  the  Alabama  Legislature, 
and  it  receives  nearly  all  of  it's  support  through  donations  that  are  dropped  in  the  big  black  kettle  near  the  front 
door.  Stop  by  and  tell  Bonnie  Groves,  the  director,  that  B.J.  sent  you  by. 


^  Coke  Oven  Park  and  Museum  at  Dunlap,  Tennessee 

In  1899,  a  coal  mine  was  opened  on  Fredonia  Mountain  overlooking  Dunlap,  Tennessee.  For  the  next  quarter 
century,  the  mining  operations  grew  into  an  industrial  complex  that  contributed  greatly  to  the  thriving  economy 
and  evolving  social  structure  of  a  small  town. 

Constructed  at  the  base  of  the  mountain  were  a  series  of  "beehive"  ovens,  designed  to  turn  coal  into  coke  for 
use  in  the  iron  and  steel  foundries  of  nearby  Chattanooga.  The  first  24  ovens  and  the  company  store  were  built 
in  1902.  Then,  in  1906,  144  ovens  and  a  steam  powered  coal  washer  were  constructed.  In  1916a  new  railroad 
up  Little  Brush  Creek  created  the  demand  for  more  coke  production.  Along  with  a  one  million  dollar  coal 
washer,  100  more  beehive  coke  ovens  were  built  on  the  east  end  of  the  site.  These  last  ovens  and  the  coal 
washer  were  used  very  little  due  to  the  company  filing  for  bankruptcy  in  the  mid  1920's.  A  total  of  268  stone 
ovens  had  been  built  when,  in  1 927,  the  mining  operations  were  shut  down  due  to  failing  coal  prices  and  the 
onset  of  the  Depression. 

The  coke  ovens  lay  dormant  for  more  than  50  years,  exposed  to  the  ravages  of  nature,  garbage  dumpers  and 
rock  thieves  who  dismantled  stone  from  the  ovens.  In  the  mid  1 980's  local  citizens  formed  a  historical  group  and 
began  efforts  to  clear  away  the  debris.  Today  the  ruins  of  the  once  thriving  complex  cover  most  of  the  62-acre 
park.  The  property  was  donated,  for  preservation,  to  the  Historical  Association  by  Bowater  Southern  Paper 
Company.  The  sandstone  and  brick  walls  of  the  ovens  still  stand  much  as  they  looked  when  masons  built  them. 
Excavation  work  continues  to  uncover  more  of  the  ovens.  The  park  has  been  placed  on  the  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places,  and  it  is  maintained  by  the  Coke  Ovens  Museum  Association  and  The  Sequatchie  Valley 
Historical  Association  volunteers. 

Dunlap,  Tennessee  is  located  in  the  geographic  center  of  Sequatchie  Valley.  Dunlap  is  situated  30  miles 
fcorth  of  Chattanooga,  50  miles  from  Crossville,  115  miles  from  Nashville  and  120  miles  from  Knoxville. 

*  The  Historic  Coke  Ovens  Park  is  located  Va  mile  west  of  downtown  Dunlap.  If  headed  south  on  U.S.  127 
through  Dunlap,  turn  right  on  Cherry  Street  at  the  one  and  only  downtown  traffic  light.  Cross  over  railroad 
tracks  and  follow  the  signs  to  the  Coke  Ovens.  The  park  is  open  daily  while  the  museum  is  open  on  weekends.

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Minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee 
April  23, 1999 


The  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association,  Inc.  was  called  to 
rder  by  W.C.  Stump  at  2:01  on  April  23,  1999,  at  the  Landmark  Inn  in  Pikeville,  Kentucky.  In  attendance  were 
W.C.  Stump,  Claude  Travis,  Jim  Medd,  Sheila  Medd,  Elesa  Ballard,  Crawford  Blakeman,  Tom  Shook,  and 
Harold  Snodgress. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  reviewed.  Elesa  Ballard  gave  the  treasurers  report  as  follows:  “  In 
our  checking  account  we  have  as  of  April  17,  2999,  $2,160.74.  In  our  five  and  two  year  membership  account 
we  have  $978.00.  With  an  eighteen  month  CD  of  $3,000.00  from  our  Lifetime  memberships.  This  is  drawing

that  he  had  complete  confidence  in  the  Executive  Committee  and  new  President  to  carry  on  into  the  new 
millennium,  he  then  turned  the  meeting  over  to  Jim  Medd. 

Jim  Medd  then  reviewed  the  financial  statement  for  the  previous  year  and  thanked  Elesa  Ballard  for  her 
indispensable  help  in  structuring  the  present  financial  plan.  He  also  emphasized  the  need  to  encourage  newer 
members  to  take  an  active  role  in  the  organization. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Crawford  Blakeman  that  any  use  of  the  club  logo  by  anyone  other  than  the  executive 
committee  must  be  approved  by  the  executive  committee.  Elesa  Ballard  seconded  the  motion  and  it  passed 
without  objection. 

An  interim  meeting  will  be  held  in  Crossville,  Tennessee,  at  the  Ramada  Inn  on  July  1 7,  1999.  There  will  be 
o  cost  to  the  club.  Elesa  Ballard  had  looked  into  the  possibility  of  a  meeting  in  Marion,  Illinois,  in  either  the 
spring  or  the  fall.  Tom  Shook  made  a  motion  to  have  the  spring  show  in  Marion  on  April,  29,  2000.  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Crawford  Blakeman  and  passed  unanimously. 

Sheila  Medd  offered  the  motion  to  adjourn  the  meeting  which  was  seconded  by  Tom  Shook.  The  meeting 
was  adjourned.
